Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative suggested amending the claims to recite 
a probe comprising 16 nucleotides of SEQ ID NO: 1 wherein the probe comprises nucleotide position 34,201 of SEQ ID 
NO: 1 and wherein the probe detects a polymorphism at position 34,201 . Applicant's representative stated that the 
provisional application provides basis in the provisional application. The examiner stated that such an amendment 
would be further considered when filed, but that it does not appear that the amendment would overcome the present 
grounds of rejection (i.e., that the amendment would limit the claims to subject matter that has priority to the provisional 
application). The examiner stated that because the specification does not provide a specific definition for the term 
probe, a length limitation would not be read into this term. Also, there does not appear to be any clear teachings in the 
specification regarding what would be the length of a probe that could be used to detect the presence of a 
polymorphism at position 34,201 . In particular, there do not appear to be any clear teachings in the specification that 
indicate that a probe for detecting a polymorphism at position 34,201 would not include nucleotide 53,051, or 
nucleotide 53,052 etc of SEQ ID NO: 1 . The examiner reiterated the suggestion to file a petition in the provisional 
application. The examiner also suggested filing a 131 declaration, if possible, to antedate the 102a rejections set forth 
in the. prior Office action.. 
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
